London, April 17. — In the House of 
Lords, to-day, after an explanation by Lord 
Knutsford, Secretary of State for tin 
Colonial department, it was agreed to post 
pono further consideration of the New- 
foundland bill until Friday next, so as to 
enable the counsel for the colonial del 
gates to uppear at the bar of the House in 
defence of the position assumed by New 
foundland toward that measure. 

London, April 17. — Messrs. Emerson 
and Morino, of the Newfoundland de 
giltion now in London, have given utterance 
to a novel theory as to the cause of the r 
cent postponement of tho negotiations at 
Washington looking toward recipro 
city between the United . States and 
Canada. They assert that while Mr. 
Blaine may have been technically 
correct in ascribing the postponement to 
President Harrison's desire to be present 
during the negotiations, there was another 
consideration which bad weight in the 
matter and which explains why Sir Charles 
Tupper and his distinguished colleague) 
took the matter so coolly and with sucl 
apparent satisfaction, which teemed, even 
to the Americans themselves, a discourte- 
ously sudden deferment of the pro- 
posed conference. This hitherto tin- 
mentioned element in the situation 
was, according to Messrs. Emerson 
und Morino due to the fact Unit the Cana- 
dian government desired a postponement 
more earnestly than tho government of the 
United States. As a mutter of fuct, ac- 
cording to this version of the ali'air, Mr. 
Blaine had received a hint of this desire on 
the part of the Canadian authorities, else ho 
would not have ventured to so suddenly an- 
nounce the President's wish for a postpone- 
ment after the conferees had actually ar- 
rived in Washington. The explanation of 
the whole matter is that, just us the negotia- 
tions at Washington were about to begin, 
the Canadian government became convinced 
that sonic prompt action was necessary in 
order to place tho relations between Canada 
and Newfoundland on a more, satisfactory 
footing. Newfoundland was sending 
her delegates to Loudon to press the de- 
mands of that, colony in regard to the 
French fishery question upon the Imperial 
Government, and, fct t.ie Buine time, Can- 
adian fishing vessels were being refused 
the privilege of procuring bait in New- 
foundland, though that privilege was be- 
ing frtoly accorded to American, anil even 
the French, fishermen, Canada deter- 
mined to checkmate Newfoundland, and, in 
order to do so, it was necessary to have the 
Canadian commissioner, Sir Chds. Tupper, 
at bis pest in London instead of at .Washing- 
ton. Tlio s- ttlement of tho difficulty with 
Newfoundland was deemed more important 
for the lime being than the beginning of

tho negotiations for American reciprocity, 
hence the hint to Mr. Blaine and the sud- 
den announcement of President Harrison's 
absorbing interest in the reciprocity confer- 
ence. Sir Churles hurried with all speed to 
New York and took thefirst steamer to Eng- 
land, prepared to anticipate the Newfound- 
land delegates in their presentation of griev- 
ances before the House of Coinmom. The 
commissioner was instructed to urge upon 
Lord Salisbury the policy of insisting that 
before Newfoundland proceeds any further 
in her demand for Imperial interference in 
her behalf, sho shall withdraw her prohibi- 
tion of baiting facilities to Canadian 
fishermen, and shall grant to tho 
Canadian subjects of her Majesty 
the same privileges which sho confers upon 
Americans who fish upon the hunks. 
Messrs. Emerson and Morine declare, how- 
ever, that the Newfoundlanders have too 
strong a cause to be thwarted by the injec- 
tion of any such side issue as tho ono pro- 
posed to be introduced by Sir John Mac- 
donald's government. They believe that 
the Imperial Government is at last fully 
awakened to the danger of a continued 
neglect of Newfoundland's just claims, and 
will not allow a minor difference between 
the two colonics to influence its action upon 
the petition presented by the representatives 
of the aggrieved people of Newfoundland. 
Be this as it may, however, the 
delegates declare that even should 
the Imperial authorities see fit to favor such 
declarations as Sir Charles Tupper ia ex- 
pected to suggest, the delegates will ab- 
solutely refuse to pledge themselves to any 
modification of tho course adopted by the 
St. John's Government toward the Canadian 
fishermen, and will insist upon a direct 
response to the petition presented by them 
without any outside question being allowed 
to entar into the consideration. They are 
willing at the same time to eqpress an un- 
official opinion that if the home govern- 
ment gives heed to Newfoundland's 
representations and shows an intention 
to adjust the grievance complained of, New- 
found will be disposed to look favorably 
upon any proposal from London looking 
toward a revision of the bait regulations on 
a basis more agreeable to Canada. While 
they have no doubt that this course will he 
pursued, they are not authorized to make 
any pledge on the subject, and in any event 
the discussion of the questions existing be- 
tween England and Newfoundland must 
proceed on its own merits, uninfluenced by 
the selfish effort of Canada, to impede it 
with a local issue.

Italy's, Military ICcsources. 

Rome, April 17. — The Italian chamber of 
deputies has approved a bill extending the 
age of military liability three years. Hence- 
tonh every citizen is liable to military ser- 
vice up to his forty-second year. This is 
only one out of a number of steps which arc- 
being taken to strengthen tho military re- 
sources of that country. The measures are 
not very popular and, together with the 
increasing burdens of taxation, are adding 
lo the general feeling of discontent among 
the poorer classes.

HER LAST VOYAGE ENDED. 

Death of a lady at New Westminster Who 
Had Quite a Record as a Sailor. 

New Westminster, B.C., April 17. — 
Mrs. Margaret Strang, widow of the late 
Capt. Strang, died in this city last night, 
aged 79 years. Her husband was captain of 
old time clipper passenger vessels for 41 
yours, and always in the same employ. 
Mrs. Strang accompanied her husband on 
his voyages for many years, making in all 
70 trips across tho Atlantic, a record which 
has never been equalled by a woman on a 
sailing vessel. She also made mtmy trips 
to India and Australia, and could navigate 
and bundle a ship almost as well as her 
husband. She has been living hero for the 
lust 18 years with the family of the late 
Jeremiah Rogers, brother of Captain Rogers, 
of the steamer Dunsniuir. She was a native 
of St. Andrew, N.B. 

THE CHILIAN REVOLUTION. 

Balmaceda'a Troops Reported to Have Been 
Defeated With Heavy Loss-Santiago 
and Valparaiso Threatened. 

Paris, April 15.— Dispatches from Chili 
state that a desperate battle, resulting in 
a victory for the insurgents, has been 
fought at Fort Capiapa, capital of the 
province of Atacama. ' Only meagre de- 
tails arc given. .The insurgents, after a, 
long and determined struggle, defeated 
with heavy loss a force of 3,000 of Presi- 
dent Balmaceda'a troops. The dispatches, 
which aro supposed to have orignatod 
from an insurgent source, add that the in- 
surgent army is increasing steadily in 
strength, and that it is intended shortly to 
march upon Santiago de Chili and Val- 
paraiso.

Ottawa, April 17.— The scales of charges 
for steamboats using Government wharves, 
piers, and breakwaters have been changed 
from a dollar a day to double those imposed 
upon sailing vessels, calculated upon a ton- 
nage basis according to the following scale : 
Under 50 tons, 20 cents j over 50 and under 
100 tons, 30 cents ; 100 to 200 tons, 40cent8 ; 
200 to 300 tons, 60c; 300 to 500 tons, $1 ; 
500 to S00 tons, $1.50; S00 to 1,000 tons, 
$2; 1,200 to 1,000 tons, §2.50; steamboats 
over 1,000 tons, §3. 

The Marine department has been notified 
that a Newfoundland scaling schooner has 
been crushed in the ice, off Bird rocks. The 
men escaped, and are now on the rocks, 
nnd have no means of getting off unless a, 
special vessel is sent. 

Receivers of wrecks have been notified, 
that they cannot demand fees when no ser- 
vices are rendered. No receiver can take 
charge of a wreck contrary to the expressed 
wish of the master of the vessel. 

The rate of postage to newspapors for- 
warding mail direct to subscribers, from the 
office of publication, bus been increased to> 
eight cents per pound.

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PiiOvLNCiAL LEGISLATURE. 

First Session of the sixth Parliament. 

FIFTY-FOURTH DAY, 
The Speaker took the chair at two o'clock. 
After prayers by Rev. Mr. Dobl>3, 
A petition was presented on the subject 
*£ the .Surrey bill. 

THE LIQUOR BILL. 

The House went into committee on the 
bill respecting the suit of fermented unit 
spirituous liquors ; Mr. Anderson in the 
ohiiir. 

There wus a considerable amount of dis- 
cussion on tlio exception to the clause pro- 
hibiting tlio sale or supply of liquor to 
" drunkards,'' which allowed it to be given 
under the sanction or direction of a medical 
man or a minister of religion. It was held 
thut such administration of liquor might 
have u moat serious effect in awakening the 
old appetite. 

After debate the section as originally 
framed was adopted. 

On the clause prohibiting the sale of 
liquor at wholesale or retail from or after 7 
o'clock on Saturday night till 6 o'clock on 
Monday morning there wus a great deal of 
controversy. 

Hon. Mit. Beaven held that it should 
not apply to cities, and made a motion to 
that effect. He thought a general law 
should nit apply, the municipalities having 
the right to deal with the subject. 

Mil. MARTIN moved to amend the section 
in order to provide that no liquor should be 
sold hi ; ween twehe o'clock on Saturday 
night aod twelve o'clock on Sunday night. 
He did not wish to interfere with the 
rights of any municipality. 

Me. BOOTH held that to bo effective 
the Act should apply to the whole pro- 
vince. 

Mu. Cotton said the City of Vancouver 
had, under its special charter, power to 
deal with this subject. Would this bill, 
if passed, do away with those powers V 

Hon. Mn. Df.viv said pro tanto it did. 

Mr. BOOTH urged that twelve o'clock 
was too late to prevent the drunkenness, to 
provide against which this Bill had been 
prepared. 

AIr. Fokstkr protested against this 
cluusc, on behalf of his constituents. 
People could not be changed from saloon- 
goers to church attendants, by act of Par- 
liament. Where must they go when the 
saloons are closed ? People must lirst be 
taught better habits, until which they 
would contrive to evade the law, and get 
liquor anyhow, if not as common customers 
as travellers. The clause under considera- 
tion should be struck out. 

Mr. Nason approved of the Dill as a step 
in the right direction. 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved that the com- 
mittee rise, report progress and usk leave to 
sit again this evening. Carried. 

Hon. Mu. Davie moved tho second read- 
ing of the act to amend the 

COLUMBIA AND KOOTENAY RAILWAY 

Subsidy Act, 1800. It appeared that if the 
company were restricted in their land grant 
to four-mile square blocks it could not get 
the necessary complement of land. It had 
to receive its blocks uninterrupted by 
private rights, and in the Kootenay district 
it was found impossible to discover the re- 
quired amount of uninterrupted lands. 
Under the act the company had control of 
their baser metals, to which exception bad 
been taken by the miners, and this, in re- 
turn for t'.ie proposed concession, the com- 
pany had relinquished. If it had not been 
for the enterprise of this company the town 
of Nelson would not exist. 

Mr. Semlin cave the history of the 
Kootenay Railway, saying that the former 
company had agreed to build the road for a 
subsidy of 750,000 acres of lund, but bad 
abandoned the enterprise. This company 
had agreed to do the work for '200,000 acres 
of land in blocks of four square miles ; but 
he held that owing to the greater choice 
they would have of the land and the 
extra water frontage they would get, they 
would now have a 100 per cent, better 
arrangement. The company bad gom? on 
with their work satisfactorily, and there 
was no necessity, he held, to make them 
any further concession. This proposed 
arrangement was giving up everything and 
getting nothing in return, for he did not see 
that the proposed arrangement to give up 
the baser metals was any concession at u 11. 

Col. Bakkr said that the best lands in the 
Kootenay country were not in West, but in 
East Kootenay, and naturally the company 
would seek to make their selection there. 
From a settler's point of view he should be 
inclined to say, Keep out these land warrant 
people. But, looking at t he benefit which 
this road would do to the entire province, 
lie should favor the measure It was desir- 
able to have settlers in the country; but the 
junior member for Yale seemed to be of a 
different view. Whether lands were taken 
up by railwaypr private enterprise, it was for 
the benefit of the whole community. No 
doubt be and many of the East Kootenay 
people would he personally disadvantaged 
by the carrying nut of this bill. Neverthe- 
less he hoped this road would he carried 
and eventually become a portion of the 
Kriti-h Columbia Central. 

Mr. Kellie said he felt it his duty to 
rise and emphatically protest against the 
passage of this bill. The Columbia and 
Kootenay Railway received last year 200,- 
000 acres of land us a bonus in 20 blocks of 
10,000 acres each. This they were entitled 
to, and should have also a bonus in cash of 
$113,000 from the Dominion Government 
for building 28 miles of a railway. It i his 
bill passed, instead of giving tho company 
the right of selecting 20 blocks of 10,000 
acres each it w ould give them the option of 
selecting SO blocks of 2.500 acres each, 
which practically meant that it would give 
this company the power of skinning the dis- 
trict and give them every point of advan- 
tage. He did not blame the C. & K Kail- 
way company for trying to get the most 
favorable terms, but he wanted to impress 
on the House the necessity of guarding 
other interests anil not to forget there were' 
other interests that wanted guarding be- 
sides that of the C. it K. Railway Co. He 
appealed in the interests of his' constituents, 
and trusted the Government would with- 
draw the bill, us he was satisfied it would 
give great dissatisfaction, and he feared 
it might eventually cause u rebellion, 

Hun. Mr. Robson referred to the fact of 
the people of Kootenay appearing to think 
that they owned, the whole public domain, 
as evidenced by the manner in which they 
passed their resolutions with roapeot to 
public concerns, Referring to the junior 
member for Yate's history of this railway, 

he observed that the member bad left out a 
very important chapter, lie had given the 
chapter relating to tho grant of 750.000 
acres of land ; but ovon with that enormous 
land grant tho company had not been able 
to (lout its stock. In 18S8 the House bud 
passed another act, granting to the Ains- 
WOtth Company, wllicn was the same as 

this, 200,000 acres—precisely the Bamo 
amount as this— to he taken under Ian I 
warrants in four mile squaro blocks, with 
the privilege of selecting it where they 
pleased, Nevertheless, that, company, al- 
though it had made a cash depo it nf $250,; 
000, had failed to bo floated. They had 
tried the financiers, both of the 
United States mid England, but the enter- 



prise was boi supposed to bo good •enough. 
Yeais passed, and the conviction grew ol 
the importance of the road until it took the 
shape v( another franchise— the present one 
They Jiud succeeded in the money market, 
and considerable work hud been done. If 
the land grants were so excessive, as the 
member for Yale had made out, it was ex 
traordinary, indeed, that they should have 
not been as successful as they hud hoped. 
The present amendment to the act of incor- 
poration wus the result of concessions on 
both Bides. The concessions made by the 
company were more than those which hud 
been made by the Government. His friend 
from East Kootenay would, he had no doubt, 
admit that the land in his section of coun- 
try was of little or no economic v due, apart 
from the minerals which it contained. 

Mr. Kellie— The lund, from an agricul- 
tural point of view, has no economic value ; 
but I don't liko to see it ull go into the same 
hands. 

Hon. Mr. Roiison said that the lands re- 
ferred to were only a ilea bite — a bagatelle 
—compared with the urea of the district. 
The reduction in tho size of the blocks did 
not amount to much. The land would be 
quite as well in the bands of the company 
as of the Government. The former would 
become an effective colonization machine, 
and it was clearly in the provincial interest 
that they should have the lands which, in 
that case, were much more likely to be 
settled. It wus to the general interests 
that the country bo taken up. Of what use 
were patches of land in the hands of in- 
dividuals if other lands were not 
settled ? The Premier referred to the 
peculiar views held by sotno people 
with regard to the building of railways. At 
first everyone was anxious to have the 
C. P. R., which was later on looked at by 
some as a grinding monopoly and a curse. 
So with the Kootenay railroad. There w ere 
those who were beginning to say that it was 
entitled to no consideration, and if they 
could put it off without doing anything for 
it. they thought they were doing a grand 
thing. He was satisfied that the House was 
prepared to deal equitably with the com- 
pany, and the proposals of the government 
could not fail to commend themselves to the 
good judgment of the House. 

Mr. Cotton was glad to bear that in 
making the new arrangement the Govern- 
ment bud secured the mineral rights. He 
recognized that it wus u considerable advan- 
tage to allow the company to change the 
size of their blocks, but, knowing how diffi- 
cult it wus to secure the necessary quan- 
tities of eligible lands, he should support the 
bill. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said the company, 
having made their arrangement, must take 
the good land with the bud. He did not like 
the idea of these large subdivisions, and 
held that lands shonld be taken up in alter- 
nate sections The principle was not a 
good one to amend a concession in the man- 
ner proposed. He could not see where t he 
practice of giving everything that was 
asked for was going to end. 

Mr. Grant said that in this instance the 
question resolved itself into this : Was it 
the opinion of this House thai, die Colum- 
bia and Kootenay R. R. Act should be 
made more liberal than that of last session ? 
It made nil the difference in the world 
whether lands should be two miles square 
or four miles square. If the company con- 
nected with the enterprise were prepared 
to carry out this scheme and felt that they 
were not fairly dealt with, was it true poli- 
cy to make further concessions V We must 
have a system of quick and cheap 
communications, and since we could not 
give libera! cash subsidies wo must 
give lands. There were millions and mil- 
lions of acres in the province which could 
not be placed on the market and sold for 
25 cents an acre, and, no doubt, this com- 
pany found this to be the case in the blocks 
they hod i eceived. He should be prepared 
to vote for the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon thought it was the 

company which hud made the concession, 
the Government having the best of the bar- 
gain. No one had ever said that the com- 
pany hud come to the Government to alter 
the arrangement. The Government had 
felt that the company should not have the 
piwcr to deal with the base metals. It was 
well known that in Illecillewaet, Hot 
Springs and elsewhere there were large 
quantities of galena, the obtainmont of 
which by the Government was a far greater 
concession than to give the company smaller 
blocks. 

Dr. Milne considered this to be a give 
away, and hoped the Government would 
withdraw the bill. 

Mr. Kellik said that last year it was 
not the intention that the company should 
have the base ores, and there was nothing 
said about it in the act. 

The bill was read a second time on a vote 
of 17 to 9. It went through committee, 
and was read a third time and passed, 

The Cattle bill was read a third time and 
passed.

Supposing this 
line completed and a ferry running, what 
guarantee havo wc that the ferry would ho 
continued if it did not pay ? We could 
have no power over an American line. 
Now, a word about tho road by Seymour 
Narrows. There are two charters for that. 
The Canada Western has one and the C. P. 
R. have, in their charter, the right to con- 
struct branches any where in the Dominion 
of Canada. Let the Board of Trade and 
the City Council interview the C. P. R. 
men who are to he here in a 
few days, and also interview the holders of 
tho charter of the Canada Western and 
ascertain from th»*m if they would con- 
struct that line for all that remains of this 
Island when the Island Railway grant is de- 
ducted, and I think, they would not have 
long to wait for an answer. As to tho 
ferry: make the ferry, load the Pullmans in 
Victoria, run them down to Beecher Bay, 
fasten them on the ferry, cross the Straits, 
attach the cars to a train at Port Crescent 
and you will he behind a reasonably fast 
steamer leaving Victoria for Port Angeles 
an hour and a half after you. Is that 
worth a million dollars? Nemo.

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A WIDE DIFFERENCE. 

The Times says : " That the boycott ia 
immoral and that strikes are inexpedient, 
it might be said a brutal mot hod of enforc- 
ing mi idea, does not admit of argument ; " 
and adds, " but we presume the Colonist 
will agree with us that, but for these, labor 
would be practically enslaved." 

We do not admit that strikes arc either 
"brutal " or " immoral," although wo ho!d 
that the boycott is both, and unmanly us 
well. The strike may ho inexpedient ; it 
may be, and often is, a great mistake, but 
we believe that there are times when it ia 
the only way in which labor can assert its 
rights with any prospect of success. In 
such cases the strike, in our opinion, is 
justifiable. But it should, when the inter- 
ests of the workingman alone are consid- 
ered, be only resorted to when all means of 
coming to an equitable agreement have been 
tried and have failed. 

As its conliuuatiee involves loss and sui*- 
foriog on the workingman and those de- 
pending upon him, and deranges business, 
those who advice it will undertake a very 
serious responsibility, which should not be 
rashly or thoughtlessly incurred. But the 
right of a man not to work is not to be 
called in question, and what one man can 
do legitimately a bundl ed, or a thousand, or 
any number of men have a right to 
do. When a man determines not to work 
except on certain terms, he does not in- 
fringe on the rights of any other man. His 
labor is the commodity which he has to dis- 
pose of, and he should be free to do the 
best lie can with it. 

We are glad to see that the leaders of the 
labor movement are becoming more and 
more reluctant to advise men to strike in 
order to obtain higher wages, shorter hours, 
or better treatment. They believe that 
they have found a better way of settling 
labor disputes, and, in our opinion, the 
time is not far distant when strikes will be 
regarded as the rough ami clumsy and in- 
efficient expedients of a timo when the 
relations between capital and labor were 
not well understood by either the employers 
or the employed. 

The boycott we regard as the ruffianly 
expedient of men who are bound to attain 
their end without caring what means they 
ubc or without giving tho slightest con- 
sideration to the rights of others. In no 
ease is it justifiable. No man or body of 
men should be allowed to conspire to ruin 
the business of a fellow citizen. Neither 
have they a right to coerce or intimidate 
men into accepting their terms. The 
employer has no right atul should not be 
allowed to use any form of coercion or in- 
timidation to compel men to work on his 
terms. Neither should workingmen be 
allowed, by threats or vilification or 
-violence, to attempt to prevent their 
fellow-workmen from accepting employ- 
ment. The freedom that they exercise, they 
ahould he ready to accord to all other men, 
•whether they are employers or workingmen. 

We are far from agreeing that Labor has, 
by the use of "brutal" and "immoral" 
means, been saved from practical enslave- 
ment. On the contrary, we are convinced 
that very great harm lias been done to tho 
cause of labor by following the counsel of 
violent and unscrupulous men. The boy- 
cott and other illegal practices have done 
infinite harm to tho cause of the working. 
man. They have created a prejudice against 
the labor movement which it will take a 
long time to remove. Men love justice and 
fair play, and they hate secret associations, 
which thoy have reason to believe avfl plot- 
ting; to injure those whom they ri'gard as 
their enemies. When the workingman be- 
comes a conspirator he ia lowered in tho es- 
timation of tho men and women who form 
public opinion in a civilized community. 

A great deal of nonsense is talk* d and 
written about the enslavement of the work- 
iligman. Neither the British nor the Amer- 
ican workingman has been, in modem 
times, a slave, or anything like a slave. He 



has had his guilds and his combinations, of 
one kind and another, and ho haa been aide 
to achieve independence for himself and a 
good position for his children. The men oc- 
cupying leading positions in Great Britain 
and the United States who are the sons und 
grandsons of men who earned their living 
by manual labor, can bo counted by the hun- 
dred thousand. And tho tendency of modern 
society and modern institutions ia to elevate 
the workingman and in other ways to better 
his condition. Education is placed within 
his reach, he has obtained political power 
and he, like the men of every other class,' 
enjoys the advantages of the great inven- 
tions and discoveries of the age. 

It is these, which are working for the 
benefit and tho elevation of the working 
man, and not the boycott or labor riots or 
conspiracies against unyielding employers 
Take tho boycott and other troubles at 
Wellington for instance. Have they re- 
sulted in benefit to the workingmen there 
and elsewhere '! Were tho miners, in whose 
interest the boycott of tho Wellington coal 
was proclaimed, in danger of being 
"enslaved"? Were they not as frco and 
in as good a position as any men, following 
the same occupation on this continent ? 
Have the miners of Nanaimo been benefit- 
ted by Wellington intimidation or the San 
Francisco boycott ? We believe that the 
contrary has been the case, and as like 
causes produce like effects the same methods 
will have been found to produce similar 
demoralization wherever they have been 
practiced. We do not think that the doc- 
trine, which the Times teaches, that it is 
lawful to do evil that good may conic, is a 
sound one in the labor cause or in any 
other. 



A GOOD SPEECH. 

President Harrison made, at least, one 
good speech when he was in Tennessee. He 
seems to know how to talk to the people of 
the South. He congratulates them on the 
great progress which their country is mak- 
ing, and he haa the greatest consideration 
for the feelings of even ex-relmls whon lie 
speaks of the past. His object evidently is 
to lead the Southerners to conclude that tho 
people of the North have buried the 
hatchet so deep that there, is no chance of 
its ever being dug up again. We will he 
mistaken if the President's speeches do not 
raise him in the esteem of the American 
people. He has hitherto, for some reason 
or other, been kept very much in the back- 
ground, and people have been led to be- 
lieve that he is nothing more than a respect- 
able nobody. Hut the following speech, 
delivered in Johnson City, is not the pro- 
duction of a man who has no brains to 
speak of, and very little heart. On the 
contrary, it i? apt to give the impression 
that the man who uttered it has a good deal 
more than the average allowance of both. 
He said 

" 1 rejoice to stand here In Rust Tenne?- 
among, tho people who so conspicuously 
and at fcuuli a sacrifice during the hour of 
the nation's peril stood by the Sag and ad- 
hered to their conviction!! of public duty, 
(Cheers) and I am especially glad to he able 
to say that thofic who followed other views 
of duty and took sides against us in that 
struggle, without division in voice and 
heart to-day praise Almighty God that he 
preserved us one nation. (Cheers). There 
is no man, whatever his views upon ques- 
tions that then divided us, but in view of 
the marvellous benefits which are dissemin- 
ating themselves over these states, must ulio 
bleas God to-day that slavery no longer 
exists, and that the Union of free states is 
indissoluble. (Cheers). What is it that 
has stirred the pulses of the great nation, 
that has kindled these (ires, that has con- 
verted these retired and isolated farms into 
centres of trade and mechanical pursuits, 
bringing a market close to the doors of the 
farmer and prosperity into every home? It 
is that we have no line of division between 
states. It is that these impulses of freedom 
and enterprise, once limited in their opera- 
tions, are now common to all states. We 
have a common heritage. The Confederate 
soldier lias full, honorable and Ullgrudged 
participation in all benefits of the general 
government. (Cheers.) I do not doubt, 
to-day, that these would be among the lir.it 
of our population to follow the old flag if it 
should be fssailed from any quarter." 
(Cheers.) 

This is language worthy of the President 
of the United States, and if his acts in the 
future correspond with it Mr. Harrison 
stands a good chance of being nominated 
for a second term, even if Mr. Secretary 
Blaine, as is now reported, is also a candi- 
date for nomination. 

it elk no us i Persecution. 

Intolerance still lingers in the dark places 
of the earth, and men are even yet persecuted 
for daring to hold religious opinions different 
from those of the majority in an American 
republic. The Rev. Francis Penzotti has 
ju>t been released from u filthy prison in 
Callao, where he was incarcerated for nearly 
eight mouths, the only offence which he 
committed being to hold services contrary 
to the established church of the country, 

Mr. Penzotti was the agent in Pern of tho 
American Bible Society. lie is a member 
of tho Methodist Episcopal Church. Ho 
was some two years ago employed by Mr. 
Andrew Mih.e, tho general South American 
agent. Being an active and intelligent man 
he carried on tho work of bible selling and 
bible distributing with energy and zeal. 
He has so much to do that he gave employ- 
ment lo six colporteurs. When at Callao 
he succeeded in forming a little congrega- 
tion which met for worship in a warehouse. 
He and his little Unci; of 1,").") were not 
approved by the inhabitants of that quarter 
of the city, and they annoyed the non-con- 
formists in various ways, one of which was 
io plaster Mr. Panzotli's house and tho 

doors of the meeting room with mud. It is 

said thai some priests were among 
the persecutors of the Metho- 
dist agent. But they did not. 
Hop at petty annoyances. On the 20th of 
last Jul) , Mr. Penzotti was arrested and 
cast }nto prison. There were in the " dai 1; 
damp pen into which he was thrown 
thirty-six prisoners of the lowest type." It 



was a miserable den und properly called by 
the people Casa Mata or the death house. 

After suffering all sorts of privations in 
this prison for several weeks, his caso came 
up for trial before the Inferior Court. As it 
was shown that ho conducted the services 
with closed doors ho wus acquitted. But 
he was not released. He was rearrested and 
held for a second trial in the Superior Couit, 
which did not sit for some time, the un 
fortunate bible agent being kept in. tho 
abominable prison meanwhile, and his wife 
and seven children almost, if not altogether, 
in want. The Superior Court did not eon 
viot, Slid at the beginning of the present 
month his long term of imprisonment ended 
The American Minister and other men of 
influence tried to procure the unfortunate 
man's release. If it were not for their inter- 
cession it ia hard to say how much longer he 
would have been kept in jail or what would 
have become of him. 

Wo did not think that worshipping* in a 
warehouse, even if the doors were left open, 
would he considered a crime in tiny partof this 
continent. The republics of South Americu, 
wc know, cannot properly be. called free, 
but we were under the impression that it 
was only political enthusiasts that had any 
thing to fear from the ruling faction. The 
news from South America led us to believe 
that the tendency was towards agnosticism 
and that religious bigotry and intolerance 
were in Peru, as well as in Brazil, tho vices 
of a by-gone age.

A Reminiscence of I'nsanlnl. 

When Paganini, the violin virtuoso, first 
appeared in London, in 1831, the report 
preceded him that he bad previously been 
imprisoned for a term of twenty years, and 
during this incarceration be was so poor 
that he could not even provide himself with 
apropcr instrument, or strings forth- 1 same. 
He therefore made a violin out of u wooden 
shoe, on which he played almost constantly. 
At last be had but the " G " slriug left on 
bis instrument. It was then that he com- 
posed the beautiful and very difficult varia- 
tions on Rossini's Prayer of " Moses in 
Jfigypt." These reports resulted unfavor- 
ably to him socially, but bis artistic en- 
gagements were very successful. 

Mr. Musin will play this famous composi- 
tion during the present season on u violin 
having bur one string, the "G." Mr. Musin 
is i lie only violin virtuoso who plays the 
original P.igajiini variations, having secured 
them from a rclativQ of the famous Pag- 
anini, and possessing now the only copy in 
existence. 

The variations are so very intricate anil 
deceptive as to frequently call forth doubt 
from violinists in tbe audience us to their 
being played upon one string, yet the violin 
upon which th s great composition wi 1 be 
p ayed is open to inspection for one and all. 
No virtuoso who has travelled through 
America has received birch universal ova- 
tions Irom the critics as Mr. Musin. He 
has never yet received on adverse criticism 
in any American paper. This is truly a very 
remarkable thing, and only has the ten- 
dency o provo that Ovide Musin is all, and 
even more, than is claimed for him. Many 
eminent clitics have pronounced him tiro 
greates' violinist living to-day, und the 
only violinist tlrat can be favorably com- 
pared with the Great " Wieniawski."

MI-V'KS REGULATION. 

Mb. Keith said inasmuch as a Lumber of 
members hud informed him that they did 
not thoroughly understand the question of 
coal mines regulation, and desired further 
information, ho would withdraw the bill 
which stood in his name, if the member for 
Cowiohan would withdraw his bill to repeal 
the Coal Mines Regulation bill of last ses- 
sion. 

Mb. Choft declined to accede to the pro- 
posal. 

Hon. Mr. Poolky said that as long as the 
present statute remained, so long would the 
Union (Jo. be hurrassed by a bill which was 
inoperative. It should, therefore, bo taken 
off the statute book. If it were proved that 
Chinese wero dangerous ub minors, ho would 
bo prepared next session, if a committee of 
this B'tise reported in that sense, to vote 
for such a bill as that of the member for 
Nanaimo. 

MB. BROWN deprecated the course of the 
member for Esquimii.lt in forcing members 
to vote in support of a bill which he declar- 
ed to be inoperative. Why should it not go 
over till next session ? 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that when the de- 
bate on Mr. Keith's bill was adjourued it 
was the express understanding that Mr. 
■Croft's bill sliould be disposed of first. 

Mr. Grant thought it would have been 
bettor if both members had withdrawn 
their bills. There wero conditions of the 
case which many members did not under- 
stand. There had been a great amount of 
inconsistency in this matter, and in order 
to settle it he had felt bound to allow 
Chinese to be omployed in all lines of busi- 
ness. In this way the disease, if thero were 
any, would cure itself. Ho held it to he 
right for him, personally, to employ whom 
ho chose ; but when it became u mutter of 
subsidising public enterprise it wus for this 
House to prevent the employment of the 
Chinese upon them, 

Mr. Nason was not of the opinion that 
Chinese were dangerous, and should vote 
to rectify the wrong he had done last year 
in supporting the bdl now in operation. 

The motion for the second reading of Mr 
Keith's bill to prevent the employment of 
Chinese in mines, being put to the House, 
was lost on a vote of 15 to 14, as follows : — 

Ayes — Milne, Beaven, Cotton, Smith, 
Brown, Forster, Keith, Somlin, Grant, Mc- 
Kenzie, Sword, Kitchen, Punch, Kellie — 14.

Th > TT<- ire went into committee on Mr. 
Croft's hilt to repeal the Coal Mines Regu- 
lation Act, Mr. Stoddart in the chair. 

In committee the bill was defeuted on a 
vote of 15 to 14, and the committeo rose. 

It was announced that when the House 
adjourned it would be until 10 o'clock this 
■(Saturday) morning.

WESTMINSTER ENABLING BILL. 

Tho House went into committee on the 
Westminster Enabling Bill, Mr. Croft iu 
the chair. 

The first clause read : "The term "Cor- 
poration," wherever used in this Act, 
means the municipality of the corporation 
ot the city of New Westminster, and 
wherever the term ' works' is used iu this 
Act, such term shall include all the works, 
m ;tters, and things hereinbefore re- 
Clted and "11 such other works 
matters and things whatsoever as may 
hereafter at any time, anil from time to 
time, be deemed by the corporation to be 
necessury or expedient in extension or aid 
of the Slid hereinbefore recited works, 
matters, and things, or any of them, for 
tho more fully and effectually completing, 
operating, or developing the same, or any 
of them, or rendering them, or any of them 
more serviceable, efficient, or effectuul for 
any purpose for which the same, or any of 
them, may have been constructed, or may 
kereaftcr be found to be to the advantage of 
the corporation or its inhabitants." 

Dr. Milne contended that it was against 
public policy that the House should pass 
this bill. He denounced the way in which 
the bill had been brought in ; how it had 
been repudiated by the Attorney-General 
• and placed in the name of another gentle- 
«3ian, who knew nothing about it. He moved 
to strike out all the words after "herein- 
before recited." 

Mr. Martin agreed with Dr. Milne. Tho 
Private Bills committee had reported 
against the bill, which ought not to be 
passed in its present shape. 

Mn. Booth denied that there wus any 
idea that the bill should sanction irregular 
mutters in the hereafter. It was merely to 
provide for whut bad been done. 

Mr. Brown and he had acted in perfect 
good faith iu the matter. The opposition 
to the bill was only from a few persons 
-whose action had been repudiated by a very 
influential meeting of residents last night. 
The people of New Westminster understood 
matters better than this House could 
possibly do. The amendment of Dr. 
Milne would kill the bill. 

Mil. Stoddart having taken the chair, 

Mr. Croft said he thought this bill in- 
fringed on private rights. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven su id there was a good 
deal to be said in favor of striking out tho 
clause. It was ono thing, however, to 
legalize what had been done in the past and 
another thing to sanction what they might 
.do in the future. Ho was in favor of 
setting matters right, but what was the use 
of a law unless it wero maintained ? Tho 
latter part of the section ought to be struck 
out. 

Hon. Mr. Davik agreed with tho leader 
• of tho Opposition. He would not be a party 
to perpetrating a wrong. He hoped the 
committee would strike out tho words ob- 
jected to. 

After a long discussion 

Mr. Brown explained at length the 
spjcial circumstances of the case, Dr. 
Milne'a amendment being ultimately ear 

- Mb. Brown moved to add to the amend- 
ment "and the operation and maintenance 
of the same." 

The amendment was lost. 

A number of other amendments were 
made, in committee, to the Bill, which 
materially restricted tho power conferred, 
and the Bill was reported with amend- 

The Vancouver City Amendment Bill 
was read a third time and passed, and the 
House adjourned at I2;15.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 

Tho Port Townsend Southern Electa Officers - 
The Great Northern's Big Mortgage- 
Tho Line to South America. 

The annual meeting of the Port Townsend 
Southern railroad was held in Port Towns- 
end, on Thursduy. All of the stock was re 
presented either in person or by proxy. 
The officers elected were : YY. H. Starbuek 
president, vice Elijah Smith ; C. J. Smith 
vice-president, vice W. H. McNeil ; score 
tary, II. McLellan, re-elected. The board 
of directors consists of W. H. Starbuek, of 
New York ; F. H. Prince, of Roston ; C J. 
Smith, of Portland ; J. C. Haines and H. 
McLellan, of Scuttle, and Charles Kisenbeis 
Sr. und Thomas Jackman, of Port Towns- 
end. With the exception of Messrs. Princo, 
Haines and Starbuek, the board is the same 
as it was last year. 

Arrangements for the consolidation of the 
Olympia aud Cliehalis road with the Port 
Townsend Southern were made. It has not 
yet been decided which forty miles of the 
road will be built this year, whether from 
tho Olympia end of the line to Union City, 
or from Quilceno Bay to Union City. Forty 
miles is to he constructed, however, and the 
whole line completed by next year. 

TUB OREAT NORTHERN IN OKANOGAN. 

A telegram to the Tucoina (Hobo from 
Ruby Creek, says that tho Great Northern 
Railroad company filed omortgago with the 
county clerk toi $30,000,000. This, taken 
with tho work of numerous engineering 
parties, is considered as good evidence that 
Okanogan will be traversed by the Great 
Northern. 

THE ROAD TO SOUTH AMERICA. 

William Davis, general superintendent of 
the Corpus Christi & South American Ra:" 
road Company, which is building the line of 
railroad from the United States to Soutl 
America, gives a summary of the work as 
fur as it has gone. He says, though littl 
has been said about it to the public, the 
road is one of the greatest railroad building 
enterprises ever undertaken. The tin 
which the company has begun is to 2,150 
miles in length. Three years are to be 
taken in building. From 5,000 to 10,000 
men will be employed. Contracts have 
been made which call for completion from 
Corpus Christi to the Rio Grande by 
September 1, The line will cross the Rio 
Grande at Brownsville, Tex., and run 
thence to Tuxpan, from which point a 
branch line will run to the City of Mexico, 
the main line continuing from Tuxpan to 
Munitatland und Tehuantepec in Mexico, 
thence to Guatemala, Salvador, Nicaragua 
and Panama. Concessions have been made 
by the governments of each country through 
which it will pass, and subsidies will bo 
granted. ■

DOWN IN ALABAMA. 



The President Enjoying- His Journey 
Through the Southern States— 
Birmingham's Ovation- 

A Meeting Arranged With the Presi- 
dent of Mexico During the 
Visit to El Paso. 



Atlanta, April 10. — Tho presidential 
party left here, this morning for Birming- 
ham, Ala., on the Georgia Pacific railroad. 

The party had a delightful six hours' trip 
over the Georgia Pacific, from Atlautu to 
Birmingham, Ala. The President showed 
great interest in tho scenery und evidences 
of enterprise seen on every side. The 
feature of the run wus the prominent dis- 
play of flags ut all of the stations, parti- 
cularly at TallapoosD, known here as "a 
Yankee city under a Southern sun," be- 
cause many New Eugland capitalists have 
invested there. At that place the Mayor 
introduced the President lo the people, and 
the President made a brief speech. The 
local postmaster then presented hickory 
canes to the President and Postmaster- 
General, and other persons presented 
flowers to the ladies. 

There was a great crowd at Anniston- 
Ala. The locul militia and a band of Sun- 
ay school children formed a lino in front 
of the station. Each member of the presi- 
dential party was given a fine silk budge 
suitably inscribed, while tho ladies were 
given bouquets. Ex-Lieutenant Governor 
MeKlo.-oy delivered an address of welcome, 
and William Stevens spoke on behalf of tho 
colored population. 

IN ALABAMA. 

The president's reception at Birming- 
ham wus an ovation, und tho demon- 
stration was the noisiest that has been 
experienced on the trip thus fir. Governor 
Jones and stuff in full uniform und a com- 
mittee of citizens met the party at Henry 
Kllyn and escorted them to the city, where 
the president was welcomed by the mayor 
and other municipal officers. Drawn up j 
iu line at the station were Grand Army j 
posts, Confederate veterans, local militia, 
public school children und an immense 
crowd of people. The city was elaborately 
decorated with national colors and bounti- 
ful dogwood blossoms, and business was 
generally suspended. Addresses of wel- 
comb were made by Governor Jones and 
Mayor Lane, und when the President rose 
to respond be was greeted with deafening 
cheers. He thanked the people deeply for 
the demonstration and spoke of the marve- 
lous development of this region which could 
not be comprehended until seen. He told 
bow he had a number of years ago listened 
with some incredulity to stories told him by 
Colonel Powell, one of the early promoters 
of Birmingham. Ho thought tho colonel 
wus visionary then, but now lie wished he 
hail taken his fee for professional services 
in Birmingham town lots. (Laughter.) 

The President then went to an open car- 
riage in a procession consisting of military 
and civic bodies, and drove through the 
city. Excursion trains had been coming in 
all morning and the streets were packed 
with people, who cheered lustily as the 
President passed. As the procession passed 
the opera-house, the un inhcrs of a traveling 
opera company sang "America." Iu one 
01 the principal streets school children were 
assembled en masse. Two little tots 
stepped out and banded the President a 
beautifully illuminated address fr
